of Narherth December 4th, in 

the Y. M. C. A., by Miss 

Mary Fulton Gibbons. 



In order to find her way from Vienna 
back to America during the most in- 
tense fighting of the war, it was neces- 
sary for Miss Gibbons to wait more 
than a year before the Austrian author- 
ities would consent to her leaving the 
country. While studying in Bohemia 
and Vienna she made her home with 
the family of a high officer in the Aus- 
trian army, a member of the general 
staff. Plans and papers disappeared 
from the officer's desk one night, and 
Miss Gibbons was suspected of taking 
them, knowing as the officer did that 
her heart and soul was with the Czecho- 
slovak ideals for freedom and not with 
the Austrian plan of continuing Bo- 
hemia's subscrviance to the house of 
Hapsburg. To reach a seaport, she 
traveled to Bergen, Norway, spending 
weeks on the way to observe the temper 
of the peoples through whose countries 
she passed. 

Disscntion, discussion, fear, loyalty, 
uncertainty, bitterness, confidence, love, 
hate — in fact, every emotion of the 
human spirit seethed within every man 
and woman with any red blood in his 
veins. A normal conversational inter- 
course with the peoples of Europe, 
therefore, Miss Gibbons found to be al- 
most impossible. Music, the language 
which expresses and consoles where 
words fail, proved to be the only means 
of intercourse among the people which 
quieted their spirits and took their 
minds away from the harrowing per- 
plexities and tragedies of war. 

So Miss Gibbons feels about music 
in every-day life here in America in 
the family, in the church, in the com- 
munity. Music lifts us out of ourselves, 
out of that "earth of the earth earthy" 
atmosphere which so often is the com- 
panion of struggle, competition, that 
material side of "getting along" in 
the world. 

She will play her violin to the com- 
munity of Narherth Thursday evening, 
December 4th, in the community spirit; 
that spirit which brings us all together, 
to trust, sympathize and hold together, 
the spirit which America needs at this 
time in her history quite as much as 
Russia needs, that Italy needs— that 
the whole world needs. 

"We Americans do not understand the 
Czechish language, the Russian or Pol- 
ish languages. But the voice of these 
peoples expressed through their music 
brings us all closer together, helps us 
to become acquainted so that wo are 
able to sympathize and feel with eaeli 
other and to realize that we human be- 
ings the world over are all striving for 
the same ideal— to live, let live and lie 
happy. 

Music can help us to our goal more 
often than we realize if we can but 
hear more good music and come oftener 
under its intimate edifying influence. 

The concert is a free public open one 
to be held in the gymnasium of the 
Narherth Y. M. C. A. Thursday even- 
ing, December 4th, at 8.15. Everybody 
is invited, old and young, rich and 
poor.

'THE SPECTATOR" DISCUSSES 

THE RIGHT AND WRONG OF 

THE MATTER— PROMPT 

ACTION NECESSARY. 



To the Editor of Our Town: 

As the men who conceived and who 
are furthering the plan to rejuvenate 
the Fire House as a War Memorial have 
applied themselves to the project with 
great interest and fine intention, in an 
earnest endeavor to secure for the bor- 
ough a worthy emblem of a tremendous 
occasion, it would not be fair if those 
who cannot become- reconciled to this 
particular form of memorial-expression 
were not equally constructive in their 
purpose to have a different viewpoint 
accepted, and the first claim wo would 
have our friends consider is that the 
rehabilitation idea is altogether too 
confusing, too involved, has to do with 
too many elements which are extremely 
remote from the main issue, and is 
much too hybrid in its nature to even 
give it the semblance of a free-hearted 
and whole-souled commemorative of- 
fering. And that brings us right up to 
what a Memorial is or should be, the 
Right and Wrong of the matter, and 
in discussing this primary question let's 
make sure that we are governed by 
those philosophical fundamentals which 
our training and experience have indi- 
cated must form the nucleus of any 
movement in which the choicest feat- 
ures of human nature aro involved, 
where the nobility of mankind must 
pass in review, now and in the times 
to come, and don't let's be swayed by 
every transient idea nor even by those 
intensely practical notions advanced by 
woman journals which men seem to 

read so zealously and quote so fondly. 

* # # 

On the premise indicated, therefore, 
the claim is made that the True War 
Memorial is distinctly a spiritual thing 
in its conception, and that its erection 
makes manifest the most admirable 
blessings of Christian civilization, of 
love, gratitude, patriotism, sacrifice, 
service, immortality, the most exalted 
emotions of which the human mind is 
capable, and any effort which is made 
to contaminate this holy and whole- 
some impulse by intruding on it with 
features which are in nowise kindred to 
it must be construed to indicate that 
only imperfect thought has been given 
to the facts of the case or that the con- 
summation so devoutly wished has not 
been properly comprehended. For- 
tunately, an examination of the details 
of the Fire House plan can be made in 
an outspoken fashion, as the men sup- 
porting it need yield to no one in their 
loyalty to the best interests of the 
community, and they will appreciate 
that when views run counter to their 
own, the outlining of the opposite posi- 
tion can best be made in terms which 
are free from confusion if the progress 
of the general movement is to be facili- 
tated: 

* # * 

1. The Fire Company offers its prop- 
erty subject to encumbrances for me- 
morial purposes, but the fact that a 
similar disposition to forego its equity 
has been indicated on a previous occa- 
sion, and for an altogether different 
purpose, deprives the tender of that 
unquestioned dignity which must ac- 
company every feature of a true me- 
morial undertaking. Therefore, the plan 
starts with a serious disadvantage with 
respect to the ethical object in view, 
and no memorial quality can be dis- 
cerned in the offer which has been 
made. 

2. AVith the exception of the two 
small rooms which are to be added to 
the present building to provide perma- 
nent quarters for the American Legion, 
the facilities shall remain precisely as 
at present, and the only difference shall 
lie that the town shall have a more or-

A Great Opportunity 



Do you want to improve your spare 
time and become a practical engineer? 
The Pennsylvania State College has a 
Home Study Plan, owing to special 
State appropriations, to provide needed 
instruction for men who have never 
had an opportunity of getting a prac- 
tical course of study in their direct 
line of work and who have interest and 
ambition enough to study at home. 
Professor C'oggeshall, of Narberth, who 
is one of the faculty of State College, 
is enabling men of Narberth to have 
this privilege of taking courses in shop 
arithmetic, shop sketching, mechanical 
drawing, machine design, advanced 
shop mathematics, strength of materials 
and shop organization and management. 
A number of courses giving instruction 
in other branches are also available. 
Our local Y. M. C. A. has generously 
offered the use of their building in Nar- 
berth for those classes. It is planned 
to begin the classes about December 
l!('th, and so there is need for quick 
decision so we can avail ourselves of 
this opportunity. Classes in each sub- 
ject .are held once a week.

Simple 
equipment for shop sketching and draw- 
ing for builders can be secured at cost 
price. A deposit of $2.00 is required 
on time of registration and the balance 
in installments of one dollar a week. 
A handsomely engraved certificate of 
proficiency will be issued by the Penn- 
sylvania State College to each person 
satisfactorily completing a course of 
twenty lessons. Some of the finest 
young men of our town are now stu- 
dents at State College, and it is hoped 
a good number will take this Home 
Study Plan.

nate establishment in which to accom- 
modate its industrious and capable 
municipal bureaus, and the fire depart- 
ment shall be in a position to operate 
under the new conditions which it has 
so long desired. These latter features 
would unquestionably be fine accom- 
plishments of themselves, but isn't it 
obvious that when they are contemplat- 
ed in connection with a memorial plan 
the governing impulse of the true me- 
morial project is at once rejected, in- 
asmuch as the community is providing 
exceedingly well for itself, and the new 
hall could hardly be regarded as "the 
altar that sanctified the gift," but 
rather as a real Yankee enterprise 
which succeeded in garnering the chief 
benefits of the occasion. 

3. The desire to secure a meeting 
place for the American Legion is with- 
out doubt a highly commendable one, 
but careful thought must make plain 
that such a purpose is as separate from 
the memorial principles as are the 
Poles in their relation to each other, 
and furthermore, it is not likely that 
the Legion shall suffer for quarters if 
the Fire House project is not accom- 
plished. Don't forget, friends, that 
those fine fellows have never as yet 
been accustomed to wet-nursing, and it 
is not probable they will like it in the 
long run, and it's my notion that ono 
of these duys they are going to show 
the town a thing or two in their ability 
to take care of themselves, for who has. 
had more experience or better success 
in doing that very thing? 

4. The cost of the project is alto- 
gether out of proportion to our means, 
and extravagance is no concomitant of 
nobility or intelligence. 

5. If I have not precluded the admis- 
sion of evidence on the practical side, 
can't we agree that this project, involv- 
ing so many old things made over and 
in a wretched, makeshift fashion, de- 



spite its high cost, is likely to retard 
that real progress which is due the 
town in the facilities with, which it 
must ultimately provide itself, and if 
it is still insisted that utilitarian mo- 
tives must be recognized on all occa- 
sions, why not make sure to look for 
the disadvantages which might be im- 
posed as well as the advantages which 
will accrue f 

* * * 

The proposal which has heretofore 
received the greatest and most cordial 
consideration has boen the clock tower, 
but if the objections which have been 
made to it are of sufficient merit to 
warrant its dismissal, let's unite on 
something else which will correspond 
with the moral standard by which we 
must be governed on this auspicious oc- 
casion, even if that selection shall be 
a slab of granite, plain and unadorned, 
and make sure wo give no tolerance to 
the dictum that because we adopt an 
expression of bygone days we are dere- 
lict in our acumen and are not faithful 
to the bristling spirit of these enlight- 
ened times, not overlooking that the 
souls of men have existed in all ages. 
'Tis true the old tree would have to 
come down to make way for the clock, 
and that would be a pity, but isn't it 
a fact that the mission we're on makes 
us disposed to .spend our emotions, not 
to save them, and wouldn't this bit of 
sacrifice be quite in keeping with the 
spirit of the project f And that situa- 
tion which lias been described as an 
incongruous one, isn't it the best avail- 
able for any memorial and isn't it like- 
ly to grow better as a result of the 
fine presence of the tower suggested, 
and the prospect of other good things 
coming to pass all about it is surely 
excellent in its potential value, and 
that angle should have enough of real 
practical merit to warrant the tolera- 
tion of those who might be disposed 
to regard the basis of considera- 
tion which I advocate as entirely too 
academic and restricted for these more 
modern times. At any rate, the time 
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has come for us all to be underway, 
and let's heartily assure the committee 
that they shall have the earnest support 
of every man and woman in the com- 
munity in their purpose to provide an 
edifying expression of A T arberth's par- 
ticipation in the most tremendous and 
important event in all the world's his- 
tory.
